STAGE CENSORS 
ARE PREPARED 


New York Theatrical Men 


Prepare To Fight 


New Bill. 


Suggest Public Jury To 


"Try" Plays Which 
Arouse, Complaints. 


(By FREDEKIC J. RASKIN.) 


New York City, April 4.—"It shal 


not pass!" 


This Is the new slogan of New 


York theatrical pioducers who arc 
now mobilizing their forces to fight 
the bill providing for state censor 
ship of the stage when it comes up 
before the legislature at Albany, in 
their frantic effoits to avert such a 
calamity, they have hit upon a novel 
idea. They will consent, they assert, 
to have all productions against which 
complaints are made tried by a pub' 
lie jury. 


According to this plan, the city 


authorities would draw from a panel 
of 300 names a jury of 12 represen- 
tative citizens to consider the char- 
acter of the production under at- 
tack. 
If this jury, after studying 


the show, should report against it, 
then by a pre\ious binding contract 
all interests concerned—including the 
manager, playwright and actors- 
would be compelled either to remodel 
the objectionable parts or promptly 
to withdraw the play. 
If, on the 


other hand, the jury failed to sup- 
port the complaints, the play would 
be allowed to continue. 


In other words, by this 
unique 
scheme, the producers hope to be 
able to make the public the arbitei 
m the matter of questionable shows 
instead of a prejudiced state board 
of censorship, probably chosen by 
the very reform organization respon- 
sible for its creation. 


"There is no board imaginable," 
declares one opponent to censorship, 
"which will not be personal m its 
judgments, and to that extent cap- 
ricious and tjiannical 
There is no 


board imaginable which will not do 
more harm than good 
If the board 


is ndical, the range of drama is as 
sure to be narrowed to suit radical 
preference and purpose as it must 
bo narrowed to suit the conserva- 
mes 
if the conservatives should 


dominate. 
The 
state,

\\ords, cannot possibly employ cen- 
sorship without to that extent en- 
trenching 
personal 
government 


That is the evil of censorship, which 
i> a deliberate accentuation of the 
most dangerous element in public 
control "

the sane The producers would have 
the benefit of a variety of opinion

some people appears innocuous to 
Otl'CIS. 


The great difficulty, of course, is 


in getting the reformers to abandon 


friends. 
I am tired of hearing the 


theater and tho moving pictures con- 
tinually abused. 
They do u great 


deal of Rood, and they should bo en- 
couraged rather than vilified. 
Of 


course, some plays are bad and 
should be blacklisted, but they arc 
In tho minority 
Tho movies put 


the saloon out of business, so, in- 
stead of throwing stones at them, 
let's commend the good things they 
do."

THE PROPOSED LJBERIAN LOAN 


(Columbus Dispatch.) 


Some opposition is developing In 
congress to the terms of the pro- 
posed loan of $5,000,000 to the Afri- 
can republic of Liberia. The opposi- 
tion is based on the plea that the 
plan for an American commission, 
to oversee the expenditure of the 
fund and take charge of the revenues 
assigned for its repayment, virtually 
deprives Liberia of her independence 
until 
the 
loan 
is finally extin- 
guished. 


In a certain sense, this Is true. 


Before condemning the plan on that 
ground, however, it is well to con- 
aider the possible alternative. 
The 


United States Is responsible for the 
existence of the Liberian republic.

gome states do not overlook this, and 
provide a remedy which Is embodied 
in a personal liability law. This law 
places fire carelessness In the same 
plane as any other form of careless- 
ness. This is a lorward movement 
in the* righ direction, and is en*. 
dorsed by all fair-minded citizens. 
• • • Why should you contribute 
taxes to pay for another's blunder 
or criminal neglect. 
When it is 


realized that a fire thus caused will 
probably cost more than the amount 
received in insurance, carelessness 
will be reduced to a minimum. 
There is no valid excuse for rub- 
bish accumulation. If the daily un 
packing Is heavy, a daily clean-up 
should follow. Fire has small chance 
in well-kept and orderly premises 
The more rubbish the more the de 
partment is hindered in successfully 
cambatting the fire. 
The limit of 
human endurance is very brief in 
columns of dense smoke and fumes 
A recent fire where rubbish condi 
tions were bad, the fnemen v.ere 
barely able to enter the buildin 
having to work in relays to prevent 
spiead of the fire. 
The loss fiom 
smoke from this fire exceeded the 
actual fire damage more than 400 
percent, A careful tabulation of fire 
causes show that m our city, since 
Januaiy 1, appioximately 95 per 
cent of fires were due to either care- 
lesr.tss or neglect 
Let us be guided bv the motto: "A 


Clean City is a Safe Cit>," and make 
a vigorous campaign against lub 
blsh and filth. Let each one of us 
feel our individual responsibility and 
do our bit.

THE TIME QUESTION. 


Editor, The Advocate-—Why Is 
there so much 
discussion 
about 


changing the time? What great dif 
ference can it make to any one? If 
it were possible to begin about the 
first of February and 
move 
the 
time forward a minute a day for 
60 days, secretly, nobody would ever 
know it, not even B. M. O'B. 
Personally, I am in favor of East- 
ern time the year round. I am. one 
of those housekeepers who "need 
that hour rest" but I prefer taking 
it In the evening after my work is 
done instead of in the morning be 
fore It is commenced. 
I wonder how that tired man that 
can't get to sleep at night because 
it is too hot, can sleep in the mom- 
ing with the sun shining in his face, 
if he happens to be sleeping m the 
east side of the house and about a 
dozen different kinds of birds sing- 
ing all at the same time. I wonder 
if ho ever goes to sleep on a hot 
Sunday aternoon. 
In the winter with Central time, 


we lie abed until daylight before we 
begin the day and then light the 
lights soon after noon. 
If we ob- 


served Eastern time the year round, 
we would have our daylight to cov- 
er our working day instead of at 
one end of it 
It would also enable 
working girls who live in out of the 
wav places to get home before dark, 
which in my mind is quite a consid 
eration. 
I remember 
when the 
city de- 


cided to adopt Standard time, the 
farmers 
were among: the kickers 
then—they called it the "lazy man's 
time" and it wouldn't do for a farm 
er, they couldn't and a great rnam 
of them didn't use it. Now they have 
suddenly found out that they can 
not begin work so early in 
the 
morning—just one-half hour earlier 
than their sun time. 
If the city council should think 
it advisable to set the time forward 
another hour, I would 
move our 
clock up accordingly and then for- 
get it. When it would become about 
9-30 p m. I would be in bed and if 
I had been doing all day "with my 
might whatsoever my hands found 
to do" I would be tired and asleep 
in a very short time, 
when 
the 


<*term called me at 
5-45 a. m I 
would have had my 
eight 
hours 
rest and would be ready to get up. 
If it were necessary for me to be- 
gin earlier in order to get my fam 
ily off on time, I would go to bed 
just that much earlier the night be- 
fore ar.d would be satisfied. 
For those who succeed, this, I 
have found to be a work world and 
there is no time to drowse away in 
bed, hours atter all nature is awake.

BUDGET FOR YEAR 


Mayor S. S. Orr last night sub- 
mitted to council the estimated re- 
quirements of the various depart- 
ments of the city for the year 1923 
at the meeting last night. A total 
of $370,380 will be required to run 
the city and pay Interest on city 
bonds, according to the mayor's fig- 
ures. 
The requirements for the general 


fund are $39,290, the money going 
for elections, clerk of council, ad- 
vertising, and salaries of the mayor, 
auditotr, treasurer, city solicitor and 
sealer of weights and measures. The 
Public Safety 
Fund 
will require 


S102.500 for salaries in the police and 
fire departments and for the upkeep 
of equipment.

will need $76,100, the Library $4,000, 
the City Hospital $2,000 and the 
Sinking Fund $135,000. 
Estimated receipts from 
sources 
other than taxation are $44,000 In-

Health Fund $4,000. and Public Ser- 
vice Fund $19,000 including the auto 
tax funds. The net requirements, to 
be met from taxation are $326,280.

Washington, D. C., April 4.—The 


right solution of the problem of 
democracy "can only come through 
the school" according to a plan for 
a "better developed character train- 
ing in the public schools" for which 
a prize of 120,000 has been awarded 
undo rthe auspices of the Character 
Education Institution. 
The win- 


ning plan was prepared by the fol- 
lowing research commitee in Iowa: 
Prof. D. Starbuck of Iowa State uni- 
versity, chairman; H. E. Blackmar, 
sperintendent of public schools, Ottu- 
mwa; 
C. B. Colgrove, president of 
Upper 
Iowa 
university, 
Fayette; 


Prof. F. D. Cram and Prof. A. C. 
Fuller of Teachers College, Cerad 
Falls; Prof. E. Horti of Iowa State 
University; F. H. Huskill, former 
superintendent of schools at Water- 
loo; 
Prof. Herbert Martin of Drake 
university, Des Moine's Prof. J. D. 
Stoops of Grinnell College, Grinnell. 


The competition was conducted be- 
tween committees of nine appointed 
by a committee of Selection which 
in turn was appointed by the execu- 
tive committee of the institution. 
The chairman of the winning com 
mittee receives $4,000; each of the 
other eight collaborators, $2,000. 
The winning plan proposes ways 


and means designed to obtain great- 
er moral results from the regular 
studies rather than a moral program 
to be added to the curriculum. 
"The right organization of the 


school can alone go far toward solv- 
ing the character training 
prob- 
lems," says the plan. "To feel the 
collective judgment of one's peers is 
the heart of moral impulse," it con- 
tinues, cites cases where school dis- 
cipline was exercised by the group 
will rather than through the mere 
authority of the teacher. "A modi- 
cum of student participation (in 
school government) is a saving grace 
if it assures a feeling of member- 
ship in the school community and 
set free pent up powers that are 
wanting an avenue of expression. 
The problems undertaken by student 
government should be rant's size." 


One chapter presents three rating 


scales for measuring improvement in 
character. 
The Character Education Institu- 
tion has just been re-incorporated. 
According to its certificate of incor- 
poration it aims to include mainte- 
nance of itself as an endowed na- 
tional Institution -with a special fac- 
ulty for the development of character 
education of children and youth, un- 
der the control and leadership of 
professional educators. 
The membership is limited to the

America. The board of directors in- 
eludes on the one hand John M. 
Glenn of Chicago, secretary of the 
Illinois Manufacturers' 
association, 


and George R. Meyercord of Chicago, 
former president of the same body, 
and on the other Robert Harshe and 
Frank G. Logan, director and vice 
president respectively of the Art In- 
stitute of Chicago. 
"We must train American artisans 
and designers in order to survive 
competition otherwise ruinous," says 
Mr. Logan. "Europe has numbers of 
schools for this great purpose; Amer- 
ica has been singularly negligent. 
At last the manufacturers are be- 
ginning to wake up. This is a great 
hour for American Industry." 
The program of the association is 
three-fold. Primarily it seeks the 
establishment of an industrial art 
school or schools in the middle west. 
Meanwhile it will seek to make the 
most of the American talent already 
trained, chiefly through the place- 
ment section designed to bring to- 
gether the designer and the employ- 
ing manufacturer; and to "educate" 
the public taste. 
The association looks to manufac- 
turers for the support of schools of 
depatments of schools which teach 
industrial arts. 
It is believed the placement sec- 


tion will enter a field hitherto hardly 
scratched. Executives of the organi- 
zation, Who are communicating with 
existing employment agencies with 
a view to their cooperation, say that 
the other day a Chicago agency re- 
ceived an application for work from 
a designer in steel and wrought iron, 
a type of craftsman who is some- 
what unfamiliar. This is believed to 
indicate that there are trained de- 
signers in the country of various 
types though there are no channels' 
specifically for placing such persons 
with employers. The organization 
will avoid the word 
"employment 
bureau," 
holding that the title, 
"placement section" will seem more 
dignified to the artists and crafts- 
men -who are fitted to do tbe work 
demanded. When the war threw 
America on its own resources, ac- 
cording to members of the associa- 
tion, it was discovered that 
there 
was talent in America equal to the 
tasks formerly delegated to Europe. 
In the "education o£ the public 
taste" leaders of the movement see 
one of their hardest tasks. 
"One lion in our path,"' says Co!. 
Pelouze, "is the infatuation •wfwn^S 
sumera with the words 'made in 
Europe.' We mean to destroy this
